Mr Hardesty's Experience 
With an Azusa Jury. 


THEY STOOD BY Hout TALENT. 


And Did Not Propose to Have the 


Home Lawyer Knocked 
Out—Court Notes— 
New Cases. 


Deputy District Attoruey Hardesty 
has been engaged at Azusa the last 
two days trying a case, in which a 
Mexican named Monial was charged 
with having drawn and exhibited a 
deadly weapon, to-wit, a pitchfork. 
The case was originally an assault 
with intent to kill, and Mr, Hardesty 
was sent out to hold an examination. 

According to theevidence taken, the 
situation was something like this: 
The complaining witness, a Mexican 
named Elias, hud obtained possession, 
by renting or otherwise, of a small 
4 of ground, which he had planted 
out to chillies and sandias. Several 
weeks ago when the weather was very 
warm Elias decided to take a little 
vacation. He therefore asked his 
friend Monial to take care of the pep- 
per ahd melons while he should take 
a pasear tothe mountains. In return 
for bis service he promised Monial 
half of the product when it should be 
ready for market. 

Elias was away six weeksand while 
he was gone, Monial, from much asso- 
ciation with the chillies and melons, 
came to look upon them as his own 
property. The promised undivided half 
interest had lost its charm, and he con- 
sidered himself entitled to the whole 
crop. When Elias returned Monial in- 
formed him that if h- wauted to get 
possession of any of the vegetabies he 
would have to go to law to get them. 

Elias went straightway in search of 
an attorney and presentiy came back 
with a friend of his by the name of 
Jones, a man well-known in Azusa 
legal circles. When they came in the 
presence of the haughty proprietor of 
the chillies they found him in a very 
belligerent frame of mind. In spite 
of the fact that Jones started off by 
saying that they wanted a —- 
settlement of the case, Monial began 
to draw a knife, and when that was 
found to be unhandy under the circum- 
stances, he seized a three-tined pitch- 
fork in both hands and started forward 
as if to harpoon Elias. Jones caught 
the fork by the handle and he and 
in disarming Monial. 

They then departed, leaviug him mas- 
ter of the situation and the chillies. 

A complaint was sworn out, charg- 
ing Monial with an assault ‘with a 
deadly weapon. Not finding the evi- 
dence with which to make a success of 
this charge, Mr. Hardesty substituted 
that of drawing and exhibiting a 
deadly weapon. Monial demanded a 
jury trial and as twelve men could not 
be found it was decided to get along 
with a panel of nine. No one of the 
jurors was challenged by either side, 
and the case preceeded. What ap- 
peared to the spectators to bea satisfac- 
tory case was made out, and the jury 
went off for deliberation. On the 
first ballot they stood eight to one for 
conviction. The odd man announced 
that he proposed to stay by to the end 
of the year if need be, so after wait 
for some time the jury reported an 
asked to be discharged. e of the 
jurymen said that the obdurate mem- 
ber had declared that he did not pro-

A BRAVE WOMAN. 


Her Heroic Efforts to Reach Her 
Dying Husband. 

In these days newspapers are not 
often called upon to chronicle a braver 
action than that of the wife of F. F. 
Loyd, a railroad man in Arizona, a few 
days ago. Loyd was supposed to be 
fatally injured in one of those terrible 
accidents which will happen on the 
best regulated railroads. Word was 
quickly sent to his wife urging her to 
lose no time in reaching his side. But 
night was drawing on and between 
them lay s@veral hours’ ride, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, and now there 
were two or three big washouts, so that 
no train could run. Kind hands were 
not wanting, however, to help her on 
her sad and perilous journey. Horses, 
hand-cars and trains were pressed 
into the service and many were the 
long, weary walks betweén the breaks 
in the road in the blinding storm of 
wind and rain; every ravine a raging 
torrent, and the whole country a sea of 
water. Buton they went, every ef- 
fort making a little less the ‘distance be- 
tween herand the loved one se near 
death’s door. .

She at once told 
Mr. Meyberg, and when Edelmuth left 
the store a few minutes later he in- 
stracted one of the clerks to follow 
him and see where he went. Edel- 
muth crossed the street toa restaurant, 
where he had his lunch, and then went 
to his room above the store. The clerk 
reported to Mr, Meyberg, when the 
latter told him to go at once to Edel- 
muth’s room, and if necessary to force 
the door, and see what he had. The 
clerk did as he was directed, and find- 
ing the door locked was about to force 
an entrance, when it was opened. 
Just as he entered Edelmuth threw a 
satchel out of the window into the 
back yard, when the clerk, instead of 
remaining to see that Edelmuth did 
not get away, left the room and went 
down stairs to report to the proprietor. 

As soon as the coast was clear, Edel- 
muth also came down the steps, and 
stepped into the store of Scriver & 

uinn, and claimed the satchel, saying 
that it was his. A boy who had seen 
him throw it out the window and 
picked it up, declined to turn it over, 
and ordered Edelmuth out of the place, 
when he hurriedly left, making no 
effort to reclaim his property.

FELL DEAD. 


Sudden Death of an Old Resident 
Near Compton. 

Coroner Weldon went out to Har- 
mony, about eight miles from the city, 
in Compton township, yesterday morn- 
ing, to hold au inquest on the body of 
John 8. La Motte, an old resident of 
this county, who died suddenly Friday 
evening.

GOLD IN-THE SOIL. 


Statistics of large receipts for fruit 
crops follow each other so rapidly now, 
each being more striking than the pre- 
ceding one, that we are able to believe 
almost anything in that line. One of 
the latest items of this character has 
reference to Riverside lemons, which 
are at present selling for $6 a box. One 
man there took thirty boxes from one 
tree, which yielded him $180. The av- 
erage yield for lemon trees of ten years’ 
growth is ten boxes. Orchards usually 
have seventy trees to the acre. Seven 
hundred boxes, at the present high 
prices, means an income of $42,000 from 
a tract of ten acres, from which 
amount not more than 5 per cent would 
have to be deducted to cover the ex- 
penses of irrigation, picking, curing 
and marketing. 

This sounds almost incredible, but 
it is not much more remarkable than 
returns which are coming in daily of 
the receipts for various kinds of decid- 
uous fruits. Will our Kansas friends, 
who are trying to raise a scanty crop 
of corn, continue to assert that land 
upon which such results may be ob- 
tained is dearer at $250 an acre than 
theirs is at $2500 a quarter section? 
Whatever they may think about it, one 
thing is certain: During the coming 
winter, thousands of people will reach 
the conclusion that such land is a big 
bargain at the price asked, and will 
crowd in to gobble it up. 


A COLOSSAL SCHEME, 


The schemes which originate in 
Chicago are of so vast a character as 
fairly to take away one’s breath. The 
coming exposition has given an addi- 
tional stimulus to the active Chicago 
brain. The latest great plan broached 
there is to build a ship railroad to New 
York, by means of which ocean steam- 
ers may be brought direct from Liver- 
pool to the future largest city 
of the world. Chicago worships 
everything that is big and is apt to 
lose sigh’ of other desirable attributes 
in its yearning after the gigantic. A 
city of several million inhabitants is 
very grand, no doubt, and very satis- 
factory to men who own property near 
the business center, but as far as the 
pleasure of living is concerned it is 
greater in a city of a hundred thousand 
inhabitants, such as Los Angeles wil!

So immense has become the business 
of the lottery company that one-third 
of all the mail matter coming to New 
Orleans isthe matter of the lottery 
company, while one sixth of the ex- 
press matter also belongs to it, and 
$30,000 a day in postal notes and 
orders passes through the hands of its 
agent, a national bank. Seeing no 
chance of fighting the lottery success- 
fully at home, the people of Louisiana 
ask the people of the United States to 
come to their aid. They urge the sub- 
mission of an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States provid- 
ing, by surrender of so much of sover- 
eign power in the States as is neces- 
sary, that no State shall charter any 
lottery or gift enterprise, or permit any 
drawing of the same, or the sale ot any 
tickets therein.

Is the 
love of luxury and ease, the lust of 
power and the desire for popularity 
making men morally weak—moral 
cowards who fear to attack corruption 
in high places, or to set themselves 
earnestly against the usurpations and 
the arrogance of evil? What are our 
churches doing? What are our minis- 
ters doing, and what is the press of 
our country doing toward remedying 
and denouncing the overwhelming 
evils that are a reproach to us as 
Christian people? 

Lust of power and the greed for 
gain; a desire for opulence and for ali 
the luxuries that come with it, and 
the inclination not to call evils by 
their right names where they demand 
rebuke, are altogether too much the 
features of the present. 

We call ourselves a Christian people; | 
the spires of our churches point up- 
ward from every city, and town, and 
bamlet across the breadth of this wide 
continent, but do we honor and revér- 
ence the Caristian Sabbath? Do we 
make it a day of rest and of worship— 
a day when earth draws nearer heaven, 
and immortal hopes are rekindled, 
and faith renewed, and the spiritual 
man strengthened? Is the Sabbath. 
not rather, to the masses, simply a day 
of recreation; of careless pleasure; a 
day devoted to the mere physical needs 
of our being, or the pleasant inter- 
change of social amenities? How gen- 
erally ie the sacredness of the day con- 
sidered? How many professi 
Christians are there — 
who are ready to do baffle “4 3 
lines which Christ laid down; ready to 
boldly attack the root of evil and make 
no compromise with it? Remembet 
the Sabbath day to keep it holy.“ 

Is a holy day one for secular pleas- 
ure, aud for secular duties? If we 
may buy and get gain; if we may visit 
with our friends; if we may take long 
journeys; if ws may keep clear of the 
sanctuary, and yet fulfill all religious 
obligations, wherein does the day dif- 
fer from other days? Why indulge in 
the hypocrisy of calling ita Sabbath 
day if into it we bring all the burdens 
of our week day concerns, and find in 
it no place for the duties and obliga- 
tions which the institution of the Sab- 
bath imposes upon men. t 

When France wiped out her Sab- 
bath the fires of revolution were kin- 
dled. Tue land gréw red with blood 
Atheism and infidelity held orgies 
which made hnmanity sicken. Kome 
perished because she had no Sabbaths. | 


She had many gods, but they were Sab 


bathless ones. They lifted no restrain- 
ing hands against vice. They cared 
for nothing but the physical well-being 
of the Roman. They pointed to noth- 
ing nobler than Roman aggrandisement 
and Rome's universal supremacy. Ani 
when the haughty Roman died they 
gave him no epitaph but the hopeless 
one: “I was, but now I am not.“ 

Itis the God of the Sabbath alone 
who brings “life and immortality to 
light,“ and teaches us to inscribe upon 
our tombstones the words of triumph: 
O, Death where is thy sting, O, Grave 
where is thy victory!“ Death is swal- 
lowed up in life.“ It is but the one 
eternal God, who bids us honor His 
Sabbaths, who prociaims to the world 
everiasting life, and a far more ex- 
ceeding and eternal weight of glory.“ 

But every command implies a pen- 
alty if it be broken. And can we sup- 
pose that none exists for the violation 
‘of this God-given Sabbath law? Are 
moral stagnation and spiritual indif- 
terenceon the part of a great nation 
more readily to be condoned than the 
same wrong in the individual? Are 
we a Christian people or are we 
unbelievers? How do our Sabbath base- 
ball games; Sabbath horse-races; Sab- 
bath excursions; Sabbath picnics; Sab- 
bath theatricals; Sabbath dinner par- 
ties; open Sabbath saloons, wh re men 
lose sight of their manhood; ‘ and Sab- 
bath \traffic, wherever found, comport 
with the claim of the American 
ple that we are a Christian nation? 

All of these eyils are a reproach to 
us, and if the general tendency of pub- 
lic sentiment is to look with indiffer- 
ence upon such violation of the Sab- 
bath, the Christian republic founded 
by our forefathers is in danger, 

It is time that the alarm was sounded. 
As a recent writer has said: What the 
right “‘requires today is more brave, 
fearless champions; men who have hu- 
manity better than gold, fashion, or 


political place or power. 

There is no deuying the fact that 
open Sabbath desecration is much 
more general now in this country than 
it was fifty years ago,and we may 
well ingufre: Where will this growing 
disregard of the day lead us? What 
are the best methods to be adopted to 
arrest this tendency toward Sabbath- 
breaking? 

These are questions which cannot be 
ignored, and the responsibility of cor- 
rectly answering them rests with every

Clarkson will assume 
the presidency of the Judson 
Poeumatic Railway Company, which 
applies new principles to locomotion 
and motive power in cities. In nearly 
eighteen months in office Clarkson has 
appointed 26,675 fourth-class post- 
masters and established 5660 new post- 
offices, In Presidential offices 2217 ap- 
pointments have been made during his 
official time, leaving only 400 of this 
class of offices unchanged. A striking 
feature is the number of new offices 
established. over half of which are in 
the Southern States. 

The men most prominently named 
as his successor are L. T. Michener of 
Indiana, H. C. Payne of Wisconsin, 
Chauncey I. Filley of Missouri, John 
N. Irwin of Iowa, Samuel Fessenden 
of Connecticut, W. W. Morrow of Cali- 
fornia and E. C. Fowler, now chief 
clerk of the office. 


AGAINST THE RAILWAYS. 


The Minority Report on the Pro- 
posed Funding Act. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30. [By the As- 
sociated Press.] Representative Dal- 
zell today submitted to the House, in 
behalf of the minority, the House Com- 
mittee on Pacific Railways’ report in 
opposition to the bill for refunding the 
debt of the Central and Uaion Pacific 
roads. It is signed by Dalzell, 
Flick, Cooper of Indiana, O'Neill, 
of Massachusetts and Reilly, The op- 
opposition of these Representatives is 
based upon different reasons, and they 
refrain, therefore, from setting forth 
at length their individual views. Some 
of them are of the opinion that this 
legislation ia, premature at this time, as 
the seven years yet to elapse before 
the maturity of the debt may bring 
forth changes in the financial position 
that would prove any action taken at 
this time unwise. If the funding acts 
eventually prove the proper method 
they can as well be pressed hereafter, 
when the real relation between the 
Government and its debtors at the 
time the de»ts mature can be intelli- 
gently grasped. 
The minority is unanimous in the 
opinion that the railway companies are 
tified in asking any arrangement 
upon business principles, except. on 
the basis that they shall pay the utter- 
most farthiag of their debt. They are 
clearly of the opinion as a plain busi- 
ness proposition that the bill reported 
by the majority gives an unjust ad- 
vantage to the debtors and fails to do 
justice to the Government. 


MINERAL LANDS. 


Their Exception from Grants to 
Rallway Companles. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Secretary of the 
Interior today decided the case of the 
Central Pacific Railroad against S. D. 
Vallentine, involving the question of 
the exception of the mineral lands 
from railroad grants. The particular 
tract involved is in the Sacramento 
(Cal.,) land district. 

The Secretary holds that by the 
terms of the railroad grant all mineral 
lands are excepted from its operation, 
whether known to be mineral in char- 
acter at the date when the railway 
company’s rights attached under its 

rant or not; if they are discovered to 

mineral lands at any time before 
issuance of patent to the company, or 
certification where patent is not re- 
quired. Healso holds the discovery 
of the mineral character of lands after 
company rights have attached to its 


granted any proves that such lands 


were mineral in character at the date 
-when company’s right attached and 
were therefore within the terms of ex- 
ception from grant. This decision is of 
vast importance to railroads running 
through mineral beits.

Asto the needs of the Gov- 
ernment in regard to revenue, he would 
speak on that point when the sugar 
question cam: up for consideration, 
and he thought he should be able to 
show conclusively that sugar could be 

ut on the free list and consumers re- 
ved of 2 cents a pound on the price.

ISLAND INTRIGUES. 
Samoans Not Content With 
Malietoa’s Rule. 


The Three Foreign Consuls Put Down 
an Incipient Revolt.

SAN FRANCISCO, 
Aug. 30.—[By the Associated Press.] 
Action bas been taken here recently by 
the consular representatives of 
America, Great Britain and Germany 
to quell the ‘disquiet growing out of 
the apparent efforts of the former King 
Mataafa, to regain his lost power. 
The Consuls issued a proclamation 
warning discontented natives against 
forming any intrigues to place Mataafa 
in power and deciaring that Malietoa 
ad been recognized as King of 
Samoa by the three powers 
and that any Samoan villages that 
should rebel against him would -be 
surely punished. This proclamation, 
signed by the three Consuls, was 
printed in the Samoan language and 
distributed throughout the islands. 

United States Consul-General Sew- 
all went at once to the isiand of Savaii 
on the man-of-war Mobican and called 
a meeting ofthe chieisof tbe surround- 
ing districts. Tue chiefs assured Mr. 
Sewall that they acknowledged Mal- 
ietoa as King and that they bad no in- 
tention ot doing anything that would 
cause trouble on the islands. Mr. 
Sewall expressed himself as satisfied, 
but warned the chiefs that any encour- 
agement to disaffected persons would 
be severely punished. 

Dr. Steubel, the German Consul- 
General, also visited Savali and gave 
the chiefs similar warning. These vis- 
its are believed to have réguited in

ABLE VIEWS ON A TOTAL TIE-UP. 


Numerous Political Physicians Con- 
tribute Their Opinions — Some 
Heroic Remedies Proposed 
— Bowers and Bile. 


The Congressional situation in the 
Sixth District continues to be the 
all-absorbing question in Southern 
California. We give below a number 
of more or less able opinions on the 
subject culled from various sources: 

THEY STAND FIRM. 
(Fresno Republican, Aug. 29.) 

Neither Dr. Rowell nor his friends 
have at any time threatened or at any 
time used any other than tho fairest 
means tosecure his nomination.

AUTOCRATIC HEAD WAITERS.

Silk Weights and Measures. 

The size or substance of a silk thread is 
usually estimated by deniers. The ounce 
troy and the ounce pois de mare of Lyons, 
by the latter of which silk is tested in 
France and Italy, are eq in weight, but 
are differently subdivided.] The ounce troy 
is divided into 20 pennyweights of 24 grains 
each, making 480 grains in the ounce; the 
ounce of Lyons, pois de mare, is divided 
into 24 drams, which,foultiplied by 24, 
equals 576 deniers. The denier,is, therefore, 
one-sixth less than the grain troy. The Eng- Ay 
lish reel is 818 bouts of M inches and equalss 3 
1,000 yards. The French, 400 ells, or 478 a 
meters, equals 520 yards. The standard of 
silk measure is about 400 yards; that length 
of asingle filament from China cocoons 
will weigh 2 deniers, and from French and 
Italian 24g. A 10 denier silk will, then, be 
the combined thread of four or five cocoona,

JAPAN’S NEW CIVILIZATION. 


The Wonderful Progress on the 
Populous Islands. 


|New York Star. 


I had a long and agreeable chat with 
Maj. George Richards, who is inter- 


hama, Japan, at the Fifth Avenue the 
other evening. Maj. Richards has 
just arrived here from Japan by way 
of San Frahcisco, on business con- 
nected with American enterprises in 
the land of the Mikado, where he has 
been a resident, off and on, for several 


years. 

Within the last 25 years,” he said, 
Japan bas made giant strides in ma- 
terial improvements, thanks to Ameri- 
can enterprisein that region and the 
natural desire of the people and the 
government, backed by intelligence 
umong all, to advance with the nations 
of the world. Unlike the Chinese 
their civilization is progréssive, and 
not crystallized. For the last four 
years we have had in Japan a military 
school, modeled after West Point, 
where young officers are thoroughly in- 
structed in the art of modern warfare, 
while, at the same time, they are 
taught Englisb, German, French and 
Chinese, the latter on the principle, 
probably, on which German soldiers 
learn French. The troops are now 
being armed with the Lebel rifle, firing 
smokeless powder. The principal in- 
structors in thisnew army of the Mi- 
kado are American and French officers, 
and in appointments and discipline it 
is worthy of every praise. 

The Japanese navy now contains a 
number of steel cruisers and torpedo 
boats, and its wooden vessels are being 
rapidly retired from service. The in- 
structors on the training ships for 
officers are mainly former officers of 
the British and American navies. 
When one of those training vessels 
visited San Franciscoa few years ago 
the ‘track charts’ of the young cadets 
were the admiration of the officers sta- 
tioned at Mare Island, who declared 
that pothing better could have been 
turned out by the boys at Annapolis. 

As to education, there is now a law 
making primary instruction obligatory, 
and providing for primary and gram- 
mar schools. In addition, there is a 
school of law, well attended, anda 


school of medicine, which has today 


over 300 students. The professors in 
these schools are mainly Frenchmen.”’ 

What is the status of Japan in lit- 
erature and fine arts?“ I asked. 

‘Literature and the theater. as we 
understand these subjects, are in their 
infancy, though Japan has a literature 
and adramaall her own. With the 
increase of education we may hope to 
see an appreciation of the French a 
American stage. Just at present th 
fine arts are neglected in Japan 
and there is but little encouragement 
for an artist.“

There are several measures not 
strictly sanitary, but most necessary, 
to which the sanitarian should give 
heed before his own special work oceu- 
pies his attention. If the officers of the 
district have been lost, or in any way 
rendered inefficient, a strong govern- 
ment must be at once organized, and 
the district placed under efficient po- 
lice control, that lawlessness and an- 
archy do not prevail. At Johnstown 
the people named a “dictator,’’ who) 
decided all questions of government 
and kept the regionin order. The dis- 
tress which lawlessness produces must 
not be tolerated. The organization of 
reiief corps to succor the injured and 
dying, and to organize temporary hos- 
pitals should receive next the atten- 
tion of the sanitarian.

NOTES. 

SroNGE GINGERBREAD—Three cups 
flour, one cup molasses, one of sugar, 
one of sour milk, one heaping table- 
spoonful butter, two teaspoonfuls 
saleratus, two teaspoonfuls ginger, 
and one of cinnamon. 

CREAM CAKE—One cup of sugar, 
one cup sour cream, one egg, one-half 
teaspoonful soda, and flour to make 
thin batter; bake in jelly tins. For 
frosting between ‘he cake, one cu 
sugar, four teaspoonfuls of swee 
cream, put in cup and set on boiling 
weer till thick; spread between the 
cake. 

SCRAMBLED Eaas—Rub a teaspoon- 
fulof butter with a teaspoonful of 
flour and stir it into a half-pint of boil- 
ing sweet milk; into this * eight 
beaten eggs, stirring it till thick; 
season with pepper aud salt, and pour 
into a frying pan in which has been 
put asmall lump of butter or lard, 
and cook slightly. 

CoRN MUFFINS.—Two eggs and two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar beaten to- 
gether. Add one and a half teacu 
fuls of sweet milk (water may be subs 
stituted), a half-teaspoonful of sal 
one teacupful of Indian meal (white 
preferred), two teacupfuls of flour 
sifted with two heaping teaspoonfuls 
of best baking powder, and Mast, one 
tablespoonful of melted butter. 

COLD BoILED HAu.— Cold boiled 
ham is much more appetizing if 
treated in this way. Boil until within 
about fifteen minutes of being done, 
then skin it and rub all over the fat 
and the cut end with brown. sugar, 
into which you have put a few drops of 
vinegar, then stick cloves all over it 
and bake in the oven for fifteen min- 
utes. Very good for a picnic. 

RICE CHEEsE—Boil half a 
pound of rice, drain and shake dry; 
put a layer of this in a pudding dish, 
season with salt and pepper and dot 
with bits of butter. Grate a quarter 
of a pound of cheese, and sprinkle 
each layer of the rice with the cheese. 
Let the Jast layer beof rice. Whip 
one egg with a gill of milk and pour 
over all; sprinkle with crumbs, dot 
with butter and brown in the oven. 

SERYING BANANAS—A favorite way 
of serving bananas in New Orleans is 
to sut them lengthwise in two pieces, 
dust them with powdered sugar, a lit- 
tle lemon juice and bits of butter, and 
to bake them in the oven for 25 min- 
utes. IT'bey should be basted with the 
butter once or twice while baking and 
served hot in the dish in which they are 
cooked, SUSAN SUNSHINE.

A Pleasant Picnic. 

A few weeks since I was in Santa 
Barbara, that pretty Channel City” 
which lies a little more than a hundred 
miles to the north of Los Angeles. 
Here, you know, is one of the old Mis- 
sion buildings, the best preserved one 
upon this coast. It stands upon the 
crest of one of the foothill spurs, its 
gray ola front looking toward the 


shining sea, which stretches away to B 


the Channel Islands, which are always 
beautiful as seen from the mainland. 
A great many years ago, before the 
white settlers came to these shores, 
these islands were inhabited by peace- 
ful tribes of Indians, who lived by 
hunting and fishing, and who had 
their rude temples built to the sun, 
which they worshipped. The smoke 
from their altars could be seen from 
the mainland, and their altar 
fires shone like stars across the 
darkness. It is ‘said that 
a great many years ago 
the barehills of Southern California 
were covered by trees, and in the val- 
léys were many crystal streams, which 
came gurgling out of the cool green 
cafions. There were also many lakes. 
which are now dry,and grand groves 
of oak, which afforded shade and 
shelter to these early tribes, who lived 
on fish and acorns and wild game, 
with which the country abounded. 
While I was in Santa Barbara 1 
drove out one day into one of the beau- 
tiful cafions about fifteen miles up the 
coast. It is on the Cooper Ranch, 
where the olive tree is grown to such 
perfection. The highway runs for a 
mile between two giant fows of euca- 
lyptus trees, which border it on either 
o, growing to the height of more 
than eighty feet. Through their green 
boughs, on one hand, we could see the 
blue waters ofthe sea. On the other 
hand there were behind them 


great almond and waluut  orch- 
ards; filled with their nearly- 
ripened harvest. The squirrels had 


gay times among the trees, and 
made themselves perfectly at home.

They were happy little fel- 
lows and cracked their nuts gaily, and 
eyed us carelessiy with their bright, 
twinkling eyes.

What a beautiful drive was that 
through the long orchard-way after 
we had left the encalyptus avenue of 
the public road. The sky never was 
bluer, and never did birds sing 
sweeter than on that day, and the gay

ing their summer holiday. 
Then there were lovely green olive 
trees, hanging full of fruit. They 


made me think of the Mount of Olives 
that we read of, and further on were 
the cedars like the cedars of Lebanon, 
and I thought of a little couplet that 
I used to read when a child: 

cedars wave on Lebanon, 

But Judah’s stateller maids are gone. 

Aud so from here are gone all the 
dark-eyed forest maidens that used to 
love this summer sunshine, and the 
shade of the oak and cypress, and the 
flash of the bright waters along the 
shores. We passed these great or- 
chards, and then went down a long, 
winding way into the beautiful tree- 
shaded cafion, where runs all the sum- 
mer through a little crystal brook, 
which goes gurgling on between green 
moss-covered banks and beneath great 
giant oaks which look centurios old. 

The lazy and contented cattle lay in 
our path chewing their cuds and lifting: 
their big brown eyes to us as we 
passed. They were well-kept, good- 
natured cattle and had no fear of mo- 
lestation. They switched their tails 
lightly to brush off the flies, but though 
there was just room for us to pass 
them, they never stirred. 

Narrower grew the cafion and 
sweeter the song of the singing brook. 
From the vaks hung long curtains of 
swayingmoss. Yellow-breasted orioles 
flashed out from amid the trees; pretty 
robins twittered amid the branches; 
now and then a squirrel would ran 
swiftly across our path; there were 
bees buzzing overbead, and flies cir- 
cling in the sunshine, and all things 
were verylovely. After a time wecame 
to a cluster of majestic ouks, a perfect 
grove, where the earth was carpeted 
with fallen leaves, and some little blos- 


t, soms nodded at us, as if they were in- 


viting us to stop with them. There 
was room for a roadway and a pretty 
camping ground between the brook and 
the hills, so here we stopped. On the 
hillsides were green vineyards, 
and farther below them hun- 
dreds of olive trees. But the oaks 
were grander than these, and so we 
chose them for our shelter. Their great 
arms stretched out covering a circum- 
ference of a hundred feet and more. 
Here good Captain Dixie,“ who had 
invited us to the picnic, had our team 
halted, and here we sat down in the 
shade.
